Deflating Politics i 
Political conditions in Great 
Britain will bear comparison to al- 
most anything that denotes dis- 
order, from ke perambled egg to a 
strike riot. The collapse of the 
coalition released the elements of 
which it was composed. But the 
Unionist ‘‘split,’’jand the Liberals 
stayed eplit. There are thus two 
so-called Unionist parties in the 
field, two so-called Liberal parties, 
and the Labor party ; ‘with a pos- 
sibility that the late Premier may 
be able to hold the ‘‘dissident’’ 
members of the two former tto- 
gether and reduce the total to a 
quartette. In the readjustment a 
good many well known figures are 
finding themselves in strange com- 
pany. Perhaps the most notable 
instance is that of Mr. McKenna, 
former Chancellor of the Excheq- 
uer under Mr. Asquith, who is sup- 
porting the Bonar aw Govern- 
ment. For the time, too, some 
prominent men geem to have got 
lost in the shuffle, Mr. Chamber- 
lain and Mr. Balfour have not 
been heard from since the crash, 
and (Mr. JWineton Churchill is for 
the moment out of ic life be- 
cause of ill-health. e voters are 
under fire of political argument 
from all gides, some of it evidently 
manufactured in Moscow. The 
Labor party hae issued a manifesto 
pledging itself to tax the rich un- 
mercifully and pend the money 
in the delusion that thet would 
help the poor. Mr. Asquith’s fol- 
lowing have issued a manifesto 
the chief [purpose jof which seems 
to be to assure the public that they 
ere not socialists, though the con- 
‘tents are of a {kind (to make one 
wonder where the line of distinc- 
tion runs. Mr. Loyd George says 
he and his associates will support 
any Government that stands for 
‘peace, economy and progress” — 
patterned after their own ideas of 
course. The new Premier pro- 
claims the ground-work of his pro- 
eae to be a desire to restore pub- 
ic confidence, indulge in fewer 
stunts in the field of international 
pores, encourage industry, and 
elp the revival of trade. ‘ 
Whatever the outcome, there is 
surely plenty of the spice of 
variety in British politics, and it is 
by no means certain that the out- 
come will be the restoration of 
responsible and stable govern- 
ment. It jis quite within the range 
of possibilities that out of the four 
or five cornered struggle will 
come a Parliament composed of 
groups, Hone large enough to hold 
office in its own strength and 
carry through a consistent (public 
policy, and that Britain will have 
to endure another period of coal- 
ition, compromise and camouflage. 
That undoubtedly jis the thing the 
mass of the British people do not 
want and are jtrying to get away 
from, But condition of political 
dislocatien is hardly to be mended 
ina day. If they had any way of 
making their desires clear, the vast 
majority of British voters would 
mounce for a Government of 
ftraight party type, Conserv- 
ve, Liberal or Labor, and likely 
would rather have any one of 
them than another combination 
which would exhibit the vices of 
two jr more factions and the 
virtues of neither. Unfortunately 
means have not yet ‘been found by 
which democracy can be guaran- 
teed against the avils of political 
stalemate. A general election is al- 
wegs an uncertainty, and in staid 
old Britain at present it is even 
uncertain whether any (party jwill 
be r ed with a majority large 
chen to enable it to govern on 
the 08 ofa clearly defined and 
proclaimed policy. t 
This condition did not arise be- 
Cause the coalition collapsed. [ 
was foreordained when the coal- 
ition was formed.

22,890 persons were killed and 300,000 persons were injured in 


automobile accidents in the United States during the 
year 1921, arid yet this appalling total seems 
likely to be exceeded in 1922. 


tn spite of the most extensive edt- 
@ational campaign against failroad 
highway Sronsing accidents ever car- 
tied on, figures just “rae git by the 
Insuratice Department of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad System show that 
in June, July and August, of this 
yeat, such casualties - increased 30 
per cent, as compated with last sea- 
son. 

The period covered embraces the 
first three months of the National 
(Careful Crossing Campaign,” in 
which railroads of the United States 
have joined in efforts to nfake plain 
the deplorable results of carelessness. 
During’ the three months, on the 
Pennsylvania System alone, there 
were [07 crossing accidents, in which 
71 persons were killed and 115 in- 
jured. 

That this year's large inerease in 
these casualties is chargeable almost 
entitely to growth in the reckless and 
inexperienced driving of atitomobiles, 
is shown by the fact that casualties 
at highway crossings from all other 
causes combined decreased. 


There were &5 automobile accidents 
at Pennsylvania Railroad ¢rossings 
in the three months ifi question. They 
caused the Heath of 86 persons, and 
linjury to 107 others, or an average 
of two personal casualties for each 
accident. Twelve of the accidents re- 
sulted in 39 deaths; four caused the 
death of 20 persons, of afi average 
of five for each car involved. 

In two of the accidénts, entire fam- 
ilies were wiped out. That these lives 
were sacrificed to pure recklessness 
is particularly emphasized by the fact 
that in both instances the drivers of 
the cars lived close to the scenes of 
the accidents and were entirely fami- 
liar with the lay-out of the railroad 
tracks and roads over which they 
were driving 

The responsibility of automobile 
drivers for the safety of riders in 
their cars is no less than that of lo-

comotive enginemien for the ‘safety 
of their train passengers. It is, 
therefore, impressive to no‘ that as 
against the lives lost in only three 
moriths by eateless driving ef motor 
cats over tracks, there were no pas- 
sengers killed in train accidents any- 
where on the Pennsylvania Railroad 
System during the entire year ended 

ay Sist, last. In that period no 
less than 1,400,000 passenger trains 
were operated and 152,000,000 pas- 
eengers carried safely. 

The ehief reacon for this atriking 
contfast is that locomotive engine- 
men are thoroughly trained in every 
detail af their work, and are required 
to demonstrate knowledge and ability 
to operate ttains safely before being 
entrusted with their handling. 

On the other hand, analysis of the 
causes af crosting accidents shows 
that the vast majority of motor car 
casualties at railroad highway ¢ross- 
ings are attributable to a compata- 
tively small percentage of inexperi- 
enced and irresponsible automobile 
drivers who have neither the know- 
ledge training or judgment requtred 
for thé eafe operation of such mach- 
ines. The result is often failure to 
exerriee even the most ordinary pre- 
catitions necessary for the protection 
of tife when approaching er driving 
over railroad tracks. 

Moreover, reckless drivin 
tomobiles is not confined to highway 
crossings. This is shown by the 
daily reports in the newspapers of 
accidents caused by driving automo- 
biles into telegraph poles, or stone, 
walls and by vpn sideswiging, 
turning over and colliding. From this 
running chronicle of death and in- 
iury, the conclusion would seem war- 
ranted that what is needed at the 
resent time is not merely a Careful 

rossing Campaign to concentrate)
